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Apology 
Demandedjrom Adams 
Officials Protest

KINGSTON — Strong denials of 
any wrongdoing in the awarding of 
city and county insurance business 
came today from public officials and 
one of the two private insurance 
brokers who handle the bulk of that 
business. 
Insuranceman Reginald E. Lawlis 
called charges of alleged kickbacks 
and payoffs in the awarding of insur­ 
ance “completely unw arranted." 
“ No one can say that we ever gave 
them a nickel," Lawlis said. 
Kingston insurance agent Frank 
Adams leveled accusations of payoffs 


earlier this week. 
H anstein. Herardi and Lawlis Inc. 
covers all $545,000 of the county’s 
insurance. The Carey Agency writes 
most of Kingston’s $240,000. 
Calling on Adams for a public 
apology for his allegations, Mayor 
Francis Koenig said today, "I have no 
knowledge of any kickbacks or pay­ 
offs to individuals or political parties 
at election tim e, by any of the six 
insurance agents who write insurance 
for the city of Kingston " 
Lawlis said his firm will be bringing 
a libel suit against Adams. 
The county legislature last night 
decided to seek a grand jury in­ 
vestigation of the allegations to clear 


up any question of illegal activity. 
Adams will be asked to present any 
evidence he has of to corroborate his 
charges to the district attorney. 
law lis and his associate David 
Palm er told the Freem an this morn­ 
ing they would welcome the county 
insurance going out for bid and would 
"aid them in any way we possibly 
can. W e're a public servant of the 
county," Palm er said. 
The Allan L. Hanstein firm was 
first chosen to handle county insur­ 
ance in 1971 upon the recom m enda­ 
tion of an Albany insurance consul­ 
tant, Lloyd Rogers.

Legislature Asks D.A. to 
A on 
Insurance Probe Sought 


KINGSTON — Democratic and 
Republican leaders of the county leg­ 
islature Thursday night called for a 
Grand Jury probe of how they al­ 
locate the county’s $545,000 in gov­ 
ernm ent insurance, claiming that re­ 
cent allegations of kickback« and 
payoffs have “ impugned the reputa­ 
tions" of both political parties. 


The decision to ask the District 
Attorney to investigate insurance al­ 
location came after 30 m inutes of 
s c a th in g cro ssfire betw een K ay 
Quick, D-City, and former insurance 
com m ittee chairm an Lester Elmen- 
dorf, R-Dist. 5. 


Mrs. Quick, who had sponsored a 
resolution 
calling for 
all 
of the 
county’s insurance to be put out to 


bid this year, charged Elmendorf 
with squashing her efforts to bring the 
m atter up before his comm ittee and 
the legislature and with deliberately 
withholding a letter from U lster’s 
insurance consultant offering to work 
out specifications for an open-bid 
policy. 
In a carefully prepared outline, 
Mrs. Quick listed dates and specifics 
of her comm uniations with Elm en­ 
dorf and his com m ittee last year, 
caliming that she first raised the 
question of why the county’s insur­ 
ance almost doubled between 1976 
and 1977 in July. 
She addressed the insurance com­ 
m ittee on her proposal to put insur­ 
ance out for bid on Sept. 13 and was 
told that the m atter would be con­ 
sidered. 


Quick then claimed that less than 
a week after that meeting. Elmendorf 
received a letter from Lloyd Rogers, 
an Albany consultant who has worked 
with the county since 1971, outlining 
a course of action for putting the 
account out to bid.

1971. 
None of ELm enderfs fellow com­ 
m itteem en, nor any of the other coun­ 
ty legislators, ever saw that letter 
until Jan. 31. says Mrs. Quick 
In fact the insurance committee 
never met again between Sept. 13 and 
last month, when incoming chairm an 
Stephen H yatt, R-Dist.5, took over.

K IN G ST O N - W ith the excep 
tion of a brief period during the 
1950’s, when the building was used 
as a furniture factory, the So­ 
journer T ruth Elementary School 
has served the educational needs of 
Kingston children for the past 97 
years. But th at is expected to 
change this June. 
Because of a transient popu­ 
lation in the midtown area of the 
city, the school, located on Frank­ 
lin Avenue, has fallen victim to a 
declining enrollm ent and district 
superintendent 
Louis Salzm ann 
says he will recommend th at the 
board of education consider closing 
the building at the end of the 


school year. The superintendent, 
who once taught fifth and sixth 
graders at the T ruth School, says 
the move does not come without a 
certain degree of reflection 
"I think there’s a bit of nostalgia 
attached to anything erf this na 
ture," said Salzm ann. " It’s some 
thing we’re being forced to do in 
the interests of the children in­ 
volved.” 
At present, the building houses 
only about 120 children and be­ 
cause of the advanced age of the 
school, the district feels that better 
arrangem ents could be made. 
“The kids could be given better 
programs in they were transferred 
to another school,” said the super­ 
intendent, who noted that the 


building has no gymnasium and 
the district has to rent spare at a 
nearby church in order for the 
children to have a physical educa 
tion program 
Salzm ann« 
feelings 
are 
sup­ 
ported by Robert Corcoran, the 
district’s associate superintendent 
in charge of elem entary education 
"The prime reason is econom­ 
ics." said Corcoran, "but the fact 
is, the kids aren't getting the same 
opportunities as the kins in other 
schools in the district. The music 
and art programs are somewhat 
inadequate and there's no reason

that taxpayers should be allowed to 
hold tax monies due the town in 
escrow until the board could present 
a “sum m ary of taxes spent, including 
welfare names and monies received." 


Added the escrow proponent; “T ax ­ 
payers have their belts in the last 
hole, and God only knows how many 
teeth were broken from biting the 
bullet." 
Richard Parrish told the board that 
he felt the only way to deal with the 
town’s welfare problem was to deplete 
its present rolls. Noting "the pain and 
anguish of many citizens" because of 
the problem, Parrish said a day care 
center would deplete welfare rolls. He 
also urged the board to prepare a 
commercial 
portfolio of industrial 
park locations to attract business 
"L et’s give m anufacturers a tax free 
incentive program ," he suggested, 
“ perhaps one th at allows the town to 
purchase property for them ." 
He added:“ l>et‘s take the initiative 
and put Saugerties back on the map 
in the m ainstream of life."

$33 Million Plan for N.Y. 
HEW Offers 
Medicaid Help 
To Nab Cheats 
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NEW YORK (U P!) - The 
Department of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare has offered 
New York State up to $33 
million to help net up a state­ 
wide computer system to ferret 
out fraud and abuse in the 
state's scandal-ridden Medica­ 
id system. 
Dr. Paul Willging, deputy 
H E W medical service com­ 
missioner, predicted Thursday 
that 
the 
computer 
system 
could save the state $250 mil­ 
lion a year by the time it is in 
full operation in 1980. 
Willging said New York, 
which has the largest Medica­ 
id system in the nation, is the 
only large industrialized state 
without a centralized com­ 
puter 
system 
for 
handling 
Medicaid claims. 
"W ith 100,000 claims per 
day, there is no way a manual 
system can weed out fraud and 
abuse, waste and inefficiency, 
erroneous 
expenditures 
and 
excessive payments," Willging 
said. 
“ Both New York State and 
the federal government realize 
the Medicaid program is not 
controlable without an effi­ 
cien t and effective com ­ 
puterized 
claims 
processing 
and management information 
system,” he said. 


H EW has promised to pay 
90 per cent erf the cost, up to 
$33 million, for developing and 
installing the system Most of 
the money will be spent in 
New York City, which ac­ 
counts for 70 per cent of state­ 
wide Medicaid costs. 
State Social Services Com­ 
missioner 
Philip Toia 
said 
New York's Medicaid costs 
have increased from $400 mil­ 
lion in 1967, the first full year 
of the program, to an esti­ 
mated $3.6 billion this year. 
He predicted that the com­ 
puter system eventually will 
save the state a million dollars 
a day — not only for Medicaid, 
but in all state welfare pro­ 
grams. 
In a related development, 
State Sen. Roy M. Goodman 
charged that state taxpayers 
are paying perhaps as much as 
$104 million a year in Medica­ 
id costs that should be covered 
by such private insurers as 
Blue Cross and Group Health 
Insurance. 
Goodman, an unannounced 
candidate for mayor, arrived 
at the $104 million figure by 
extending the results of a 
study of Brookdale Hospital to 
embrace all of New York City’s 
60 private hospitals.

BUFFALO, N.Y. (U PI) 
Everybody talks about the 
weather but nobody has ac­ 
tually done anything about it. 
Nobody except a University of 
Buffalo professor. 
Prof. M .K. Opler has pro­ 
posed a "blue skies program" 
in which seeding of clouds 
would be used to prevent 
blizzards such as the one that 
hit the western New York area 
Jan. 28 and a National Weath­ 
er Service spokesman says the 
idea is “ a theory for scientists 
to think about.” 
Opler, a professor of psy­ 
chiatry, anthropology and so­ 
ciology, said he knows about 
cloud seeding because a stu­ 
dent of his was the son of 
Vincent Shaefer, who did work 
in cloud seeding, and Opler’s 
son worked with Shaefer. 
"W hat they do is seed clouds 
with silver iodide and produce 
moisture at that point,” he 
explained. " I ’ve always been 
intrigued with the possibility 
for this area, which is a high 
impact moisture area during 
the winter period.” 
“ There were dramatic efforts 
to cope with the snow,” Opler 
said, “ How about preventing 
it? 
He said he passed the idea to 
Mayor Stanley Makowski and 
“ we felt we should have a 
scientific 
committee 
group 
meeting with the mayor and 
county executive. 
“ I feel that if Army troops 
can be brought in from Fort 
Bragg, N.C., there certainly 
are immediately accessible pi­ 
lots," he said. " I was suggest­ 
ing that coordination between 
Air Force operations, coordi­ 
n ated and d ire c te d by 
meteorological and university 
know how, could make a dent 
in the weather. 
“ I call this a blue-skies pro­ 
gram," he said. 


Ben Kolker, a meteorologist 
for the National Weather Ser­ 
vice, says the proposal "is a 
theory for scientists to think 
about." 
However, he added, “ a tre­ 
mendous amount of seeding” 
would be necessary to have 
any effects on the weather of 
this past winter “ I’m not sure 
it would have made much dif­ 
ference." 
He said experiments were 
done a few years ago in which 
a squall was seeded. 
"It didn’t exactly cut down 
on the total amount of snow­ 
fall, but it did spread it over 
a larger area," he said. 
“ There’s a long, long way to 
go before you can come up 
with anything significant,” he 
added. “ The weather service 
has done experiments on seed­ 
ing and has only limited re­ 
sults. A lot of research work 
has to be done before they 
could affect the weather over a 
long period of time.” 
Opler admits there are prob­ 
lems.” 
"Where you have a broad— 
front of wind and moisture— 
laden clouds, you have a broad 
problem to deal with," he says. 
"That is the difficulty, but it’s 
not an insuperable difficulty. 
Opler said the type of seed­ 
ing he proposes would allow 
ski resorts to go but wouldn’t 
produce the disasters we have. 
He said the costs of such a 
program “ would be much less 
than costs to human life and 
damage to property, closing 
down of industry and loss of 
employment," he said. “ It’s 
preventive m edicine; it ’s 
much cheaper.” 
"He has an idea," Kolker 
said. “ But 1 don’t think much 
could be done to solve our 
problems here or prevent any­ 
thing in the next few months.”

Civil Liberties 
To Defend Editor 


DENVER 
(U PI) 
- The 
American Civil Liberties Un­ 
ion will defend a weekly news­ 
paper editor sued for libel be­ 
cause of stories he wrote about 
alleged misuse of influence by 
former Army Secretary How­ 
ard "B o " Callaway. 
Miles Arber, editor of the 
Crested Butte Chronicle, said 
he was sued by Callaway’s 
brother-in-law and associates 
in the Crested Butte ski area. 
Callaway owns two-thirds of 
the ski area located in the 
southern Colorado Rockies. 
"It 
is 
essentially 
a 
free 
speech problem," said AC L I 
spokesman James Joy. “ Mr. 
Callaway is a public figure and 
he was attacked for what Mr 
Arber felt was improper activi­ 
ty in the influence of his job." 
He said Arber was "facing 
bankruptcy and destruction of 
his business." 
The news stories were pub­ 
lished after Callaway became 
President 
Ford's 
campaign 
manager and the allegations 
prompted his resignation. 
Arber claimed local merchants 
angered by the stories can­ 
celed advertisements in his pa­ 
per. 
Joy said the Supreme Court 
had ruled in a case involving 


the New York Times that 
"public figures can indeed be 
attacked by the press with a 
gTeat deal more latitude than 
private individuals." 
He said the court “ felt the 
electoral process had to be 
robust and hearty and un­ 
chilled. If associates of such 
public officials can sue, it 
would make the New York 
Times case absolutely mean­ 
ingless." 
Arber said he was sued by 
Ralph Walton Jr., Callaway’s 
brother-in-law, a former presi­ 
dent of the ski area develop­ 
ment. He said the other plain­ 
tiffs included two CBDC of­ 
ficials. 
Sen. Floyd Haskell, D-Colo., 
whose committee investigated 
the allegations, said testimony 
showed Callaway met in his 
Pentagon office with Forest 
Service officials and urged 
they 
withdraw 
an 
opinion 
against expansion of the ski 
area. 
"I've been squeezed," said 
Arber. "They've been squeez­ 
ing me " He said the suits 
already “ have cost me several 
thousands of dollars in legal 
expenses. Now, it's a whole 
different shuffle of the deck.-

The hostage, Richard Hall, 
42, was taken to Wishard 
Hospital but he was released 
quickly. His only injuries had 
been a bad cut from the strap

A doctor there said Hall 
was in "excellent spirits" and 
hungry. He asked for some 
soup, which he ate while 
laughing and talking with 
Mayor Richard Hudnut, the 
doctor and his wife.

Judges in 
Ulster County have demon­ 
strated increased acceptance 
of the Ulster County Probation 
Department’» Pre-Trial Re­ 
lease Program in which some 
persons charged with a crime 
are 
granted 
their 
freedom 
while awaiting a court ap­ 
pearance. 
In the two year» since the 
program has been in force, 
only three out of 64 have aba- 
counded with one of the three 
picked up by authorities since. 
The improved cooperation 
and better understanding of 
the release program has meant 
an increase in the utilization of 
the program and this is reflect­ 
ed in the number of recom­ 
mended candidates who were 
released from jail to the pro­ 
bation department, according 
to Bernard Pauker, probation 
assistant in charge of the pro­ 
gram. 
W nen a person charged with 
a crime is brought before the 
judge, bail is usually set. 


Those with means post bail 
and remain at liberty to con­ 
tinue relatively normal lives, 
attending jobs or school. 
Bail generally assures that 
defendanta with financial 
means will be free while the 
poor, who are unable to post 
bail, are detained for court 
Pauker said that with free 
dom being primarily an ia«ue 
of economic»; matter* of com 
munity and family tie«, pre 
vious criminal record, previous 
record of return to court and 
employment or achool records 
can be ignored. These inade­ 
quacies in the bail ayatem 
have spawned pre-trail release 
programs throughout the 
state. 
The program is now ac­ 
complishing all of its expected 
result« by securing the release 
of qualified defendanta, reduc­ 
ing jail congestion, savings 
county tax dollar* and return­ 
ing defendanta to court with 
no further crimes being com­ 


mitted. 
Strong supervision is 
stressed with Pauker designing 
programs which include week 
ly reporting and the utilization 
of agencies such as mental 
health, drug and employment 
counseling.

Gov. Hugh Carey signed a 
bill designed to aid school dis­ 
tricts closed down by recent 
severe weather and natural gas 
shortages. The measure allows 
school districts affected by the 
gas shortage or weather to take 
no more than seven days of 
holidays from now until June 
30. They will lose no state aid, 
even if the total number of 
school days does not reach the 
normal minimum of 180.

Former Appellate Division 
Justice Earle Bastow of Utica 
was designated to help arrange

School of­ 
ficials sit back smugly, secure in 
their knowledge that they are 
doing more for our children than 
state law requires. The state says 
children in the lower grades can 
walk up to one mile. Kingston's 
policy is to permit them to ride if 
they live over one-half mile from 
the school until the fourth grade. 
K ingston's A ssociate super­ 
intendent of schools in charge of 
transportation, 
Kenneth 
Hyatt, 
was recently quoted in the Daily 
Freeman as follows: “There is no 
way that we ca provide door-to- 
door service for every child that 
goes to school in Kingston. There 
are kids all over this district who 
have to walk in hazardous condi­ 


tions. Some are just worse off than 
others." 
Something can be done. In some 
districts the law simply states, “If 
there are no sidewalks in a com­ 
munity for the children's use, they 
will be bussed to school." How 
sensible! 
There are 60 Zena children who, 
by law, must walk and yet there is 
room to accommodate all of them 
on the school buses that pick up 
their classmantes and safely de­ 
liver them to the school door. 
Why can’t Mr. Hyatt conduct a 
survey of the schools in his dis­ 
trict? He may discover that many 
Kingston school chiNren who are 
walking along narrow, winding 
country roads and dangerous high­ 
ways could, in fact, be occupying 
now empty seats on the school 
buses. Even if a few additional 
buses were needed, the elimination 
of the need for school crossing 
guards would provide additional 
funds for transportation.

WASHINGTON - The other night 
NBC decided to get a little money 
and mileage out of history by present­ 
ing a three-hour dramatization of the 
life of Senator Joseph R McCarthy.

nation upside down for three or four 
years out of a slovenly, incoherent 
ambition. The reason he wasn’t 
stopped, according to NBC, is that 
President Eisenhower wouldn’t speak 
up, apparently for lack of courage. 
This is liberal nincompoopery at its 
worst, which is all right, but it is 
alarming that such homilies are 
broadcast to so many millions of 
people. The cause of enlightened 
citizenship isn’t served by telling 
people, which this program does, that 
political consequences derive from 
non-political causes, or that Joe Mc­ 
Carthy could be author of so much 
mischief because he was a wicked and 
“cruel” man, to use the adjective 
employed about him again and again 
on the show. 
One scene in this dramatization 
alludes to Harry Truman as one of the 
originators of the post World War II 
Red scare.

Perfumers 


WASHINGTON - The corporate 
giants who dominate the billion- 
dollar-a-year perfume industry 
couldn’t stand the smell of a little 
competition. 
They quietly put the squeeze on a 
sm alf businessman who succeeded in 
duplicating their expensive perfumes 
and selling them at cut-rate prices. 
The cosmetics tycoons pressured sup­ 
pliers not to provide him with per­ 
fume and urged newspapers not to 
run his ads. 
The conspiracy against 
Murray 
Poznak can be documented directly 
from conversations which he secretly 
recorded. We have listened to the 
tape recordings. 
The enterprising Poznak thought he 
had a million-dollar idea. He would 
duplicate the fragrances of famous 
perfumes and offer them to low- 
budget customers. 
It was all quite legal. It would also 
have been quite profitable if the big 
perfume companies had left him 
alone. Poznak began to advertize 
brazenly: "We want Chanel No. 5 
customers." Then he bottled a deli­ 
cate fragrance similar to Chanel No. 
5 and labeled the substitute “Copy 
Cat." 
An ounce of Chanel No. 5 costs $40, 
but Poznak offered the same aroma 
for $16. Moreover, Poznak perfumes 
were as fragrant and lasted as long as 
the famous brands. 
As sales began to escalate, Poznak 
suddenly had trouble getting sup­ 
plies. Commitments were abruptly 
canceled. A salesman for one large 
perfume maker, the Givaudan Corpo­ 
ration, told Poznak bluntly: “I’m 
sorry, but the pressure is too great, 
and the company does not want to 
supply you." 


Frustrated, 
Poznak 
arranged 
a 
meeting with Givaudan’s president, 
Norman Grief, who reiterated the 
new policy. "I am afraid,’ said Grief, 
“that if it became known that we 
were supplying fragrances to your 
company ... it could hurt us. I have 
talked to two people, both presidents 
of large fragrances and cosmetics 
companies ... and both of them told 
me that it would probably hurt the 
relationship that we have." 
“Which companies were they?" de­ 
manded Poznak. 
“Revlon and Chanel," replied Grief. 
“They both were extremely con­ 
cerned about the obvious impact that 
your business will have on them .” He 
said other perfume companies, whose 
business was worth millions to him, 
had also pressured him not to supply 
Poznak’s 
company, 
Sherrell Per­ 
fumers. 


The aggressive Poznak, posing as a 
perfume supplier, called the per­ 
fumers’ trade association, Fragrance 
Foundation. A hidden tape recorder 
picked up his conversation with An­ 
nette Green, a foundation official. 
The undercover Poznak asked her 
whether he should fill an order for 
Sherrell Perfumers. 
Green advised against it. “You’re 
just one of a number that have 
called,’, she said, "and the general 
feeling is, no, we shouldn’t cooperate 
with them.” But she added cautious­ 
ly: “Legally we have to be very 
careful.’ 
She explained how the leading per­ 
fumers felt about the sudden ap­ 
pearance of Copy Cat on the market. 
"You start selling famous fragrances 
for $5 or $6, copies of them ... I mean 
it’s just the law of diminishing re­ 
turns.” 


Copy Cat was also frozen out of 
some of the nation’s top newspapers 
and magazines. Off the record, the ad 
salesmen told Pomnak that their pub­

The miracle of sight is appreciated 
when it is threatened. The complex of 
rods and cones, the lens which passes 
an image back to an optic nerve 
which leads to “seeing" inside the 
brain are dull matters to the person 
with good eyes. 
The average man will shave his face 
a thousand times before he will make 
a n 
a p p o i n t m e n t 
w i t h 
an 
ophthalmologist. A woman blues her 
eyelids and beads the lashes to 
enhance her eyes. Children stick 
grimy knuckles in them. Hard-hat 
workmen get steel filings stuck in 
them. 
The human eye far surpasses any­ 
thing man can devise. It is like a tiny 
balloon filled with water. The front of 
it expands or depresses a bit to focus 
on something distant or as close as 
this paper. 
It wears a translucent cover called 
a cornea. Beneath that is the retina. 
Then comes the pupil, with its tiny 
rods and cones, which picks up pieces 
of images and sends them back across 
vitreous fluid to the optic nerve. The 
whole thing is automatic. 
Sometimes eyes quit. They stop 
seeing. Usually, they stop forever. 
The causes, in order of frequency are: 
cataracts, glaucoma, diabetes and 
accidents. A week or so ago, almost 
2,000 ophthalmologists met at the 
Diplomat Hotel in Hollywood, Flori­ 
da, 
for 
the 
First 
International 
Glaucoma Congress. 
Glaucoma should be understood. 
Five million Americans have it. It is 
not an infectious disease. Nor is it, as 


some feel, the time when the tear 
ducts dry up. 
T h e r e are s ever al t ypes of 
glaucoma, but they all have one thing 
in c ommon. The fluid which 
circulates under the comea is no 
longer draining back into the body 
through microscopically small ducts. 
Either that or, for some reason, the 
fluid is not getting into the eye. 
Tears wash only the outer surface. 
Infants get glaucoma. So do adults. 
The statistics climb dangerously at 
age 40. In chronic glaucoma, there is 
no pain, no spasmodic blurry vision, 
no quick dimness of sight. 
It’s insidious. The words are Dr. 
A l l a n 
K o l k e r ’a. He t e a c h e s 
ophthalmology at Washington Uni­ 
versity in St. Louis. The presence or 
absence of the condition can be 
proved with a small tonometer. The 
ophthalmologist rests it on the eye­ 
ball. 
The tonometer measures eyeball 
pressure. Not blood pressure. If the 
eye is filled with undrained fluid it 
will render a higher reading than, say, 
13 to 21 millimeters of mercury. Dr. 
Hans Goldman of Switzerland says 
there is no such thing as abnormal 
eye pressure - “only a damaging one 
or a safe one." 
Pressure damages the optic nerve 
behind 
the 
eyeball. 
It 
reduces 
nourishment. An injured nerve re­ 
duces sight. It never returns to full 
strength. 
Acute glaucoma is different. It 
comes with blinding headaches. Dr. 
Kolker calls it "a toothache in the 


eye.” Untreated, it can cause com­ 
plete blindness in two days. Treat­ 
ment consists of pilocarpine drops in 
the eye. 
This decreases the size of the pupil 
and often reopens drainage canals. A 
drug called Diamox can be given. 
This slows the manufacture of fluid in 
the eye. A hypersomatic, glycerine, 
will reduce the amount of fluid in the 
vitreous quickly. 
Glaucoma, 
whether 
chronic 
or 
acute, is treatable. It cannot be 
cured. The world of medicine has 
reached a stage where it can stop the 
threat of blindness in its tracks. It 
cannot restore sight, merely stop it at 
whatever level it has attained when 
treatment begins. 
Most of us are fairly faithful in 
having an annual examination. Our 
brains are imprisoned in fragile struc­ 
tures called the body. Our doctors 
examine the parts and give us counsel 
about weight, blood pressure, heart, 
lungs, kidney function, many things. 
He merely p eeks into each eye to 
see if the blood vessels are engorged. 
He gives it as much attention as his 
peek into your ears. 
An optometrist can prescribe proper 
glasses. An optician will grind them 
a n d 
f i t 
t h e m . 
O n l y 
t h e 
ophthalmologist is qualified to look 
inside your eyes, study the optic 
nerves and tell you that your windows 
on the world are in reasonably good 
health.

pressure. As one salesman put it,

Sen. Gaylord Nelson, D.-Wis., who 
has been investigating the anti-com­ 
petitive practices of the perfume in­ 
dustry, has turned the case over to 
the Federa 1 Trade Commission. 
Meanwhile, Poznak has been put out 
of business, and the big companies 
are continuing to charge top dollar for 
their

eliminated. 


^ et the FTC, we have learned, has 


dropped the investigation. A con­ 
fidential FTC memo cites an ex­ 
planation from Norman Grief that he 
“had not wished to be so blunt with 
Mr. Poznak and, therefore, had re­ 
sponded with the story of competitor 
pressure." 
In other words, the FTC accepted 
Griefs attem pt to explain away the 
damaging, taped statements. The 
FTC didn’t even ask him why, if he 
was under no pressure, he had refused 
to supply Poznak. One investigator 
told our associate, Howie Kurtz, that 
he had seen “antitrust cases brought 
on one fraction of the evidence we 
have here.” 
Footnote: The frustrated Poznak, 
unable to get action from the govern­ 
ment, has brought civil suits against 
several major perfume companies. 
Because the sit is still pending, none 
of the parties involved would talk to 
us about the matter.

WA8HLNGTON(UPI) - Presi­ 
dent Carter's first trip to Plains, 
Ga., as president was planned in a 
style which could serve as a re­ 
minder to the homefolks of the 
awesome war and peace responsi­ 
bilities now in his hands. 


Carter was set to fly this after­ 
noon on the “doomsday" 747 jum ­ 


bo jet National fcmergency Air­ 
borne Command Post, at the re­ 
quest of the joint chiefs of staff. He 
was to get a full briefing en route 
by a battery of military officers on 
its top secret equipment and oper­ 
ations.

President Urges Unwed Couples to Marry 


WASHINGTON(UPI) - Presi­ 
dent Carter got a little personal on 
his second day of glad-handing and 
pep-talking federal workers. 
He stopped off at the Depart­ 
ment of Housing and Urban De­ 
velopment after a visit to the 
Treasury Department Thursday. 
The President launched into his 
now-familiar refrain about how 
work should not supercede family. 
“We want to protect the integrity 
of the family," he said. “We need 


a stable life to make us better 
servants of the people," 
Then, fighting back his famous 
smile, he broke up the jam-packed 
HUD audience with this admoni­ 
tion: 
"Those of you who are living in 
sin, I hope you’ll get married." 
The first floor cafeteria rocked 
with laughter — Carter’s and HUD 
Secretary Patricia Harris’ leading 
the way. 


After several seconds of pro­ 
longed 
guffaws, 
Carter added, 
smiling: “Those of you who have 
left your spouses, go hack home. 
And those of you who can’t re­ 
member your childrens’ names, get 
reacquainted.’’ 
The HUD appearance was his 
second departmental visit of the 
day and the fourth in two days. He 
plans to visit all of the federal 
departments. 


has never

He was expected to be working 
mostly on possible cuts or addi­ 
tions he may want to make in the 
last federal budget which Gerald 
Ford submitted before leaving of­ 
fice. 


Spreading love and goodwill with

“meaningful,” Carter Thursday 
continued his drop-in visits to two 
more major Washington buildings 
— the Departments of Treasury, 
and Housing and Urban Develop- 


He repeated some of the inspira­ 
tional comments he made in visits 
to the Labor and Commerce De­ 
partments the previous day, and 
said there is an urgent need to 
convince the public the govern­ 
ment is once again "competent" 
and “honest." 


"We’re not bosses to anyone," he 
said. "We are servant# to the 
American people." 


He also tried to reassure the 
workers that he will not reorganize 
them out of jobs — reductions will 
be made through failure to fill 
vacancies which occur naturally. 


On 
the 
folksy 
side, 
Carter 
preached a bit to startled HI D 
employes, saying "Those of you 
who are living in sin, I hope you’ll 
get married." 


Then, as the crowd broke into 
laughter, he added: “We want to 
protect the integrity of the fami­ 
ly."

He got another big laugh when he 
told employes at treasury —which 
includes the Internal Revenue Ser­ 
vice — that they touch "more 
people in a sensitive way" than 
any other government agency.

H ugh C arey T hursday 
asked President Carter to 
extend federal disaster aid 
to New York City. 


Carey, in a telegram to 
Thomas Casey, regional di­ 
rec to r for d isaster a s­ 
sistance, asked that the 
state’s earlier request for 
aid to Nassau and Suffolk 
counties be amended to in­ 
clude the five boroughs of 
the city. 


The governor has asked

More than half the money 
President Carter wants to 
inject into the economy in 
the form of $50 tax rebates 
may be consumed by the 
additional costs of heat this 
winter, government figures 
show. 


If the bitter cold resumes, 
Federal Energy Adminis­ 
tration analysts say, the av­ 
erage home heating bill will 
be about $290 — $93 higher 


than it was a year ago. 
Additional heating costs 
could total $6 billion, the 
FEA said. That figure is 
more than half the $11.4 
billion in tax rebates pro­ 
posed by Carter to stimu­ 
late the economy. 
Even if the weather re­ 
turns to normal in February 
and March, higher con­ 
sum ption from October 
through January plus in­ 
creased fuel costs will boost 


the average home bill to 
$270 — $73 higher than last 
year.

NEW YORK (UPl) - New York 
lost one of its professional football 
teams to New Jersey last season. The 
other mav be following close behind. 


The New York Jets reportedly are 
close to an agreement with the New 
Jersey Sports and Exposition Author­ 
ity to play their home games in the 
Htackensack 
M eadowlands- 
Giants 
Stadium, according to sources close 
to the talks. 
The G iants moved into the new 
76,500-seat stadium , designed specif­ 
ically for football, last season. 


The Jets have played in 60,000-seat 
Shea Stadium, owned by New York 
City, since 1964. but must negotiate 
their $500,000-a-year lease with the 
New York M ets baseball club, which 
Ha» control over the stadium . In the 


past, the M ets have prevented the 
Jets from occupying the stadium un­ 
til the end of the baseball season. 


The Jets, under their present ar­ 
rangem ent with the Mets, have been 
unable to play exhibition games at 
home and have been on the road for 
the first four or five games of each 
season. 


Acting Jets’ President Leon Hess, 
who has taken over for the late Phil 
Iselin, talked with New York City 
Mayor Abe Beame last week and said 
the team must consider other options, 
including a move to another stadium . 


Yankee Stadium , which cost the 
city an estim ated $100 million to 
remodel, was designed for baseball 


and is not suited for football, the Jets 
say. Also, the Jets played three ex­ 
hibition games there last season and 
did not draw well. 


The Jets reportedly have offered the 
city an interest-free $4 million loan to 
install an artificial turf, which would 
elim inate the M ets’ objections that 
football games damage their playing 
field.

In the doubles event the top handicap prize is $150 
while the net division champs w ill collect $75. 
In the singles event the top handicap winner will be rolling for $100 and 
the net winner w ill take away $50. The top money ia the same for both 
divisions of the all-events nine-game competition. 
There are also $50 top prize* for the team rolling the top single game 
score in both handicap and scratch divisions as well as four $10 awards 
for top scorer in single game and three game aeries of the entire 
tournament both in scratch and handicap divisions. 
The action starts at 2 p.m. Saturday with Mayor Frank Koenig rolling 
the ceremonial first ball. The tournament runs two consecutive weekends 
with five man events both Saturdays and minor events on Sundays 
concluding February 20. There w ill be three squads of bowling each of 
the four weekend days. 
The KBA w ill also present trophies to the net and gross champion teams 
and to their individual members, to the net and gross doubles champions 
and singles champions, and to the net and gross all-events champions.

G o n za lez, D T ex ., said 
Thursday he was firing the 
controversial Philadelphia 
prosecutor “because of a 
consistent attempt to un­ 
dermine my chairmanship 
and malign me personally” 
with the staff. 
Gonzales ordered Sprague 
to clear out his desk by 5 
p.m. or be removed forcibly 
by Capitol police, then left 
for his home district in Tex­ 
as. 
But 
all 
11 
committee 
members spumed his de­ 
cision, declared the firing to 
be illegal, and told Sprague 
to hold fast, that Gonzalez 


had no authority for his 
move. 
And 
Speaker 
Thomas 
“Tip" O’Neill told the po­ 
lice not to evict the com­ 
mittee counsel as ordered. 
Before leaving, Gonzalez 
threatened to dissolve the 
committee formed to in­ 
vestigate the deaths of John 
Kennedy and Martin Lu­ 
ther King. 


In a letter to House Rules 
Chairman James Delaney, 
DN.Y., Gonzalez said if at­ 
tempts to resolve the prob­ 
lems fail, "I will not recom­ 
mend that its life be con­ 
tinued beyond March 31" 
— the date the House set 
for the panel to justify 
itself. 
Informed on arrival in 
San Antonio of his col­ 
leagues' action, Gonzalez 
snapped: “They’re not the 
chairman.

(Sprague) 
can work for free. He is not

late night telephone calls to 
Jesse Medina started sever­ 
al weeks ago. 
“You talked to Porky,” 
the callers would say, then 
hang up. 
In the corridors of Sunset 
High other students would 
whisper to M edina there 
was a contract on his life. 
He told his principal that 
someone once fired a shot at 
him. 
One day last week he left 
school early complaining of 
illness and went home. He 
asked his mother to buy 
some hamburgers. 
While she was gone, M e­ 
dina put a .22-caliber rifle 
to his forehead and pulled 
the trigger. He was 15 years 
old. 
M edina's death was ruled 
a suicide caused by severe 
depression, but his friends 
and relatives say they are 
convinced he decided to kill 
himself before someone else 
did. 
A lth ough p olice have 
neither confirmed nor de­ 
nied the story, many stu­ 
dents at Sunset thought 
Medina was a drug infor­ 
m ant. 
“ Seven or eight weeks ago 
he made a statem ent to me 
that he had been threat­ 
e n e d ," sa id p rin c ip a l 
Harold Filgo “ He told me 
he was at home by himself 
one time and believed a 
shot 
had 
been 
fired 
at 
him .” 
Filgo said he did not be­ 
lieve Medina was an infor­ 
m ant. but conceded there 
may have been reasons for 
students to suspect him. 
For several years Medina 
had participated in police 
cadet training through a 
scout Explorer program. 
“ Detective work always 
interested him ," Filgo said. 
“Two of his 
pallbearers 
wore their police cadet uni­ 
forms." 
Filgo said M edina was a 
better than average student 
who cared about what was 
happening in the school. He 
said M edina once came to 
him 
to 
complain 
about 
som eone ste a lin g Coke

The rumors about M edi­ 
na still are ram pant at Sun­ 
set High School. 
"The rumor is that there 
was a contract out on him ,” 
said a Sunset student. “I 
heard Jesse got a phone 
call...that if they didn’t get 
him, they’d get his mother. 
“ So Jesse killed himself.”
